Notice of Application to Expand a
Construction and Demolition Landfill

The Kansas Department of Health and Environment
(KDHE) has received an application to expand the G&G
Dozer Company, LLC construction and demolition
(C&D) landfill. The permit modification will increase
that landfill’s permitted disposal capacity from 68,950
cubic yards to 299,780 cubic yards within the landfill’s
originally permitted 8.0-acre disposal area. The proposed
landfill expansion would be constructed and operated
in conformance with state solid waste regulations and
accept only C&D waste as defined by Kansas Statutes.
The proposed landfill expansion site is located at 1875
Highway 75 about 1% miles north of Caney, Kansas in
the NEV4 of Section 36, in Township 34 South, Range 13
East in Montgomery County.

The Montgomery County Commissioners have pre-
viously certified that the landfill is consistent with the
county’s solid waste management plan and local land
use restrictions or zoning. KDHE has reviewed the ap-
plication and found it to be in conformance with the state
